ACT  OF  INCORPORATION, 

Passed  at  a meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  held  in  December,  1819. 


WHEREAS,  Joseph  Winthrop,  Joseph  Manning, 
Henry  J.  Jones,  Doddridge  Crocker,  A.  S.  Willington, 
George  Gibbs  and  William  Crafts,  by  their  petition,  in 
behalf  of  themselves  and  a number  of  others,  prayed,  that 
they  may  be  incorporated  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
New-England  Society, 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid , That 
all  those  persons  who  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  become 
members  of  the  said  society,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
incorporated  as  a body  politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be 
known  in  deed,  and  in  law,  by  the  name  of  the  New- 
England  Society. 

And  he  it  further  enacted  hy  the  authority  aforesaid , 
That  the  said  corporation,  by  its  name  aforesaid,  shall 
have  a succession  of  officers  and  members,  to  be  appoint- 
ed or  elected  in  such  manner  and  according  to  such  form 
as  may  be  provided  by  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they 
may,  from  time  to  time,  ordain  and  establish  for  the  good 
government  of  the  said  society;  and  that  they  shall  have 
a common  seal,  with  power  to  alter  or  change  the  same  as 
often  as  they  may  deem  expedient  and  necessary. 
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And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid , 
That  the  said  corporation  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  take 
by  donation,  devise  or  purchase,  any  estate,  real  or  per- 
sonal, and  to  have,  hold  and  possess  the  same  in  perpetuity 
or  for  term  of  years : Provided , the  annual  rent  or  amount 
thereof  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars ; 
and  to  lease,  alien  or  dispose  of  the  same,  in  fee  or  for 
term  of  years,  in  any  way  that  it  may  deem  proper ; and 
that  the  said  corporation  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead,  and 
be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  in  any  court 
of  law  or  equity  in  this  state. 

In  the  Senate-House,  the  twentieth  day  of  December,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  oue  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty,  and  in  the  forty-fifth  year  of  the  Indepen- 
dence of  the  United  States  of  America.

HULES 


Several  natives  of  New-England,  resi- 
dents in  South-Carolina,  in  memory  of  their 
common  origin,  and  regard  for  their  common 
welfare,  have  formed  themselves  into  an  asso- 
ciation for  the  purpose  of  cementing  their 
friendly  intercourse,  and  indulging  the  chari- 
ties of  life.  Their  design  is,  under  the  bless- 
ing of  Providence,  to  assist  and  relieve  such 
of  the  necessitous  from  that  section  of  our 
country,  as  sickness,  poverty  or  misfortune 
may  render  objects  of  benevolence  and  sym- 
pathy; to  contribute,  as  far  as  they  may  be 
able,  to  mitigate  the  calamities  of  their  fellow- 
men;  and  to  soothe  the  sufferings  of  the  wi- 
dow and  the  orphan.  Surrounded  in  the  city 
of  Charleston,  by  institutions  of  charity,  they 
do  not  despair  of  being  able  to  perform  their 
part  in  the  work  of  doing  good ; and  look  for 
their  reward,  in  the  happiness  they  may 
bestow. 
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RULE  I. 

This  Society  shall  be  known  by  the  name 
and  title  of  the  “ New-Englai\d  Society,” 
and  shall  consist  of  any  number  of  members 
over  nine : which  number  shall  at  all  times 
constitute  a quorum  for  the  transaction  of  bu- 
siness. Should  they  ever  be  reduced  to  nine, 
they  shall  forthwith  elect  as  many  persons 
walling  to  become  members,  as  they  may  judge 
proper,  who  shall  be  admitted  withont  paying 
any  admission  money ; and  in  default  of  such 
election  for  three  weeks,  the  Judges  of  the 
Courts  of  Common  Pleas  and  Equity,  shall  be 
considered  as  members  on  the  like  terms; 
who,  with  the  other  members,  shall  have  the 
management  and  improvement  of  the  funds, 
and  are  hereby  empowered  to  appropriate  the 
interest  and  income  thereof  to  the  charitable 
uses  and  purposes  set  forth  in  the  following 
rules,  until  the  Society  be  restored. 

RULE  II. 

Any  person  of  good  moral  character,  and 
who  has  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this  Society. 
Application  for  admission,  must  be  by  letter, 
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addressed  to  the  President  and  Members  of 
the  Society;  which  letter,  when  presented, 
may  be  read  and  immediately  acted  on,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Society;  provided 
they  be  signed  by  three  members  of  the  So- 
ciety, who  will  vouch  for  the  respectability  of 
the  applicant:  The  suffrages  of  two  thirds  of 
the  members  present,  being  at  all  times  neces- 
sary to  the  election  of  a member. 

RULE  III. 

Every  applicant  shall,  on  his  admission,  pay 
to  the  Treasurer,  the  sum  of  Ten  Dollars,  to- 
wards the  general  fund,  and  having  subscrib- 
ed the  Rules  and  conformed  thereto,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  a Certificate  of  member- 
ship, under  the  seal  of  the  Society,  signed  by 
the  President  and  Secretary. 

RULE  IV. 

A general  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  here- 
after be  held  on  the  22d  day  of  December,  in 
each  year,  being  the  anniversary  of  the  land- 
ing of  our  forefathers  at  Plymouth  ; on  which 
day  the  Society  shall  assemble  at  12  o’clock, 
at  noon,  for  the  election  of  officers,  and  the 
transaction  of  such  other  business  as  may

come  before  them ; after  which,  thev  shall  dine 
together.  Should  the  anniversary  fall  on 
Sunday,  the  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  fol- 
lowing day. 

RULE  V, 

Quarterly  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  the  months  of  March,  June, 
September  and  December,  at  7 o’clock  in  the 
evening,  for  the  transaction  of  the  ordinary 
business  of  the  of  the  Society. 

RULE  VI. 

The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of 
a President,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  preside 
at  all  its  meetings,  to  maintain  good  order  and 
decorum,  to  state  questions  in  debate  and  de- 
clare the  result,  to  appoint  such  committees  as 
may  not  be  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  Rules, 
and  generally  to  do  all  such  constitutional  acts 
as  may  be  required. 

A Vice-President,  on  whom  all  the  duties 
of  President  shall  devolve,  in  case  of  his  ab- 
sence. 

A Secretary  and  Treasurer,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  keep  correct  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  all  the  Society,  a list  of  all  its

members,  the  dates  of  their  admission,  resig- 
nation, death  or  exclusion,  to  give  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  its  meetings,  and  to  notify 
the  officers  and  committees  of  their  appoint- 
ments; to  receive  all  donations  made  to  the 
Society,  collect  all  monies  due  to  it,  and  pay 
out  of  the  funds  such  sums  as  he  may  be  au- 
thorised to  pay  by  the  standing  rules,  or  by  a 
vote  of  the  Society;  to  keep  the  Society’s  pa- 
pers, securities,  or  other  documents  to  keep, 
in  books ; to  be  provided  for  the  purpose,  a re- 
gular and  particular  account  of  its  income  and 
expenditures ; to  furnish  each  member  with  a 
copy  of  the  rules ; and  to  do  and  perform  all 
other  acts  and  duties  which  may  properly  ap- 
pertain to  his  office,  and  which  are  not  repug- 
nant to  the  rules.  For  which  service  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  recei  ve  a commission  of  five  per 
cent,  on  all  monies  received,  (excepting  dona- 
tions, and  such  sums  as  shall  be  paid  over  by 
any  other  Treasurer.)  Before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  be  required, 
by  the  President,  to  give  a joint  and  several 
bond,  with  good  and  sufficient  surety  or 
sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  President 
and  Vice-President,  in  the  sum  of  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars,  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  funds 

and  other  property  of  the  Society ; and  for  the 
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faithful  discharge  of  every  duty  that  now  is,  or 
may  hereafter  be  prescribed  for  his  govern- 
ment during  his  continuance  in  office,  and 
until  his  successor  shall  have  given  his  bond,  as 
required  by  this  Rule  ; and  have  received  the 
papers  and  property  of  the  Society  into  his 
possession;  and,  should  the  said  Treasurer  be 
re-elected,  the  bond,  heretofore,  given  by  him 
and  his  surety  or  sureties,  shall  extend  to  all 
his  subsequent  re-elections.  If  at  any  time, 
during  the  continuance  in  office  of  the  Trea- 
surer, it  shall  appear  to  the  President  and 
Vice-President,  that  the  personal  security 
given  by  such  officer  shall  have  become  insuffi* 
cient ; then,  and  in  that  case,  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  require  further  and  other  security,  and 
on  his  refusal  or  neglect  to  give  the  same,  to 
report  to  the  Society,  who  shall,  thereupon, 
displace  such  officer,  should  he  continue  to  re- 
fuse or  neglect  to  give  such  security.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  keep  the  said 
bond ; having  first  caused  the  same  to  be  re- 
corded in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
within  ten  days  from  the  date  thereof. 

RULE  VII. 

The  Treasurer’s  accounts  shall  be  annual- 
ly submitted,  at  the  quarterly  meeting  in  De- 
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cember,  when  a committee  shall  be  appointed 
to  examine  them,  and  report  thereon  at  the 
anniversary  meeting  in  the  same  month. 

RULE  VIII. 

An  Orator  for  the  ensuing  anniversary  shall 
be  elected  at  the  quarterly  meeting  in  March. 
Three  Stewards  shall  be  appointed  at  the 
quarterly  meeting  in  December,  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  the  anniversary 
dinner.  The  price  of  tickets  of  admission  shall 
not  exceed  five  dollars.  Members  not  intend- 
ing to  dine,  if  in  the  city,  must  give  ten  days 
previous  notice  in  writing  to  the  Stewards ; and, 
in  default,  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer,  the  sum 
of  three  dollars,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Society. 
Members  may  introduce  strangers,  at  the  an- 
niversary dinner,  on  paying  to  the  Stewards 
five  dollars  for  each  ticket. 

RULE  IX. 

A Committee  of  Charity  shall  also  be  annu- 
ally elected  by  the  Society,  to  consist  of  seven 
members ; three  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum ; whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  consider 
all  applications  for  relief.  It  shall  also  be  their 
duty  to  search  out  such  persons  as  may  require 
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the  assistance  of  the  Society:  when  cases  of 
this  kind  occur,  the  Committee  shall  apply  to 
the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Vice- 
President,  who  is  authorised  to  draw  on  the 
Treasurer  for  such  sum  or  sums  as  the  Com- 
mittee may  deem  necessary ; provided  that  the 
amount  do  in  no  instance  exceed  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  per  quarter,  commencing  on 
the  first  of  December.  In  cases  of  urgent  ne- 
cessity, any  two  members  of  the  Committee  are 
empowered  to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer,  for 
any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  in  any 
one  case. 

RULE  X. 

The  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  shall  constitute  a Committee 
of  Finance,  with  power  to  invest  from  time  to 
time,  the  surplus  funds  of  the  Society,  in  such 
bank  stocks  as  may  in  their  opinion  promise  to 
be  most  productive.  All  funds  so  invested,  to 
be  in  the  name  of  the  New-England  Society. 

RULE  XI. 

Any  member  of  the  Society  who  may  be 
elected  an  officer  thereof,  (not  having  served 
in  any  office  for  three  years  preceding  such 
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election,)  and  shall  refuse  to  act,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  into  the  funds  of  the  Society,  the  sum 
of  ten  dollars. 

RULE  XII. 

In  case  of  vacancy  by  death,  resignation,  or 
otherwise,  in  any  of  the  offices  or  Standing 
Committees  aforesaid,  such  vacancies  shall  be 
filled  at  the  next  quarterly  meeting ; the  elect- 
ed to  serve  until  the  succeeding  anniversary. 

RULE  XIII. 

Every  member  shall  pay  towards  the  cur- 
rent expenses  and  general  fund  of  the  Socie- 
ty fmm-  dollars  annually ; which  payment  shall 
be  made  at  the  anniversary  meeting  in  De- 
cember. In  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  to 
make  such  payment  for  six  months  thereafter, 
if  within  the  State,  the  name  of  such  defaul- 
ter shall  be  stricken  from  the  roll  of  the  Socie- 
ty: and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to 
take  immediate  measures  for  the  collection  of 
the  arrears  due  from  such  members,  unless 
otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  Society. 

RULE  XIV. 

Members  wishing  to  resign,  must  signify 
it  in  w riting,  addressed  to  the  President  and 
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Members,  and  all  arrears  must  be  discharged, 
before  such  resignation  can  be  accepted.  Any 
member  of  this  Society  who  may  have  occasi- 
on to  remove  from  the  State,  and  having  set- 
tled all  his  arrears  to  the  Society  previous  to 
his  departure,  shall,  on  his  return,  be  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  of  membership,  without 
being  liable  to  the  payment  of  annual  contri- 
butions during  the  time  of  his  absence ; and 
any  members  who  may  at  any  time  have  found 
themselves  under  the  necessity  of  resigning, 
and  who,  at  the  time  of  their  resignation,  had 
paid  all  arrears  due  by  them  to  the  Society, 
may,  on  application  by  letter,  be  re-admitted, 
without  paying  the  entrance  money  charged 
upon  new  members  on  their  admission. 

RULE  XV. 

Any  member  of  the  Society  on  paying  fifty 
dollars  into  the  Treasury,  shall  be  considered 
a member  for  life,  and  subject  to  no  further 
contributions,  except  for  his  ticket  of  admis- 
sion to  the  anniversary  dinner. 

RULE  XVI. 

The  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice- 
President,  shall  be  empowered  to  call  an 
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extra  meeting  of  the  Society,  whenever,  in  his 
opinion,  it  may  be  necessary. 

RULE  XVII. 

No  alterations  shall  take  place  in  any  of 
the  foregoing  Rules,  nor  any  new  Rule  be 
adopted,  unless  the  same  be  proposed  at  one 
meeting  of  the  Society,  and  debated  and  con- 
firmed at  another ; nor  unless  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present  concur  therein ; but  the 
Society  at  their  ordinary  meetings,  may  make 
such  By-Laws  as  may  be  conceived  neces- 
sary, not  incompatible  with  the  foregoing 
Rules.
